his would, at $5,000 per mile, require the 
ent of $500,000 of bonds per auuum; or

Recruit m London is said to be going on 
vigorously t week. Ww u para- 
ru ph in some of the mor papers, the 
neighborhood of Charles street, Westminster, 
has resumed the appearances which long 
marked it out as the chief place in tae me- 
tropolis for military enlistment. Since the 
time of the Crimean war the recruiting omeers 
bave not displayed se much activity as at 
present, nor have so large a number of lads 
and men crewded round them for the purpose 
of joining the army. All branches of the mu- 
itary service are represented in King street 
(which is now the principal rendezvous), and 

esterday there were at work 6 cts of the

Hussars, Third (Bufis), Fourth, Fifth, Seveo- 
teenth, Fifty-second, and Fifty-ninth Ia- 
fantry. Some of the recruits had a destitute 
look, but among them were some fine young 
men, evidently farm laborers, bearing no trace 
of having been hangers-on in the sireeta of 
Besides the cores mentioned, the 
Rifle Brigade, the Royal gineer?, and the 
Royal Marives were represeated. The ser- 
geants of the enrolled pensioners were en- 
gaged in negotiating enlistments for any reg. 
iment the applicants preferred. A special 
notiee has been issued on behalf of the Royal 
ent of Artillery, stating that, in addi- 
tion to the rates of pay tor the various grades, 
the amounts of which are given, eignty-six 
commissions are given to the ranks, not to 
speak of maoy situations of trust aud respecta- 
bility.

POSITION OF GERMARY. 


Will the European War Closeit France 
Becomes a Republic: 
(Translated oe the Courier-Journal from Belle- 

ristisches Journal.]

It is not at all umprobable that France in a 


few days will become a Republic. This event 
mey happen suddenly, and it is therefore not 
out of place if one would form an idea what 
influence such a change would exercise lu the 
situation of France to its present enemy, 
Germany. When Bismarck lately was asked 
whether at the conclusion of peace the des- 
position of Napoleon will be demanded, he 
answered: ‘‘We do not fight for French, but 
for German interests;’’ or, in other words, 
our war is not against persons, but against 
France, which through ite government de- 
clared war upon us; but by whom France 
wants to be governed is not our business. 
This means simply non-interference with its 
politica. It shows at the same time the atti- 
tude waich Germany, being forced to fight, 
will have to teke toward the French Republic. 
Whether France is an Empire or 
a Republic wilh not be Germany's 
care; much less will it be troubled 
as to whether the older or the younger 
branch of the Bourbons will occupy the 
throne. If the républic wants to negotiate 
with wermany, all right; we will hope that 
they will agree. If no propositions or agree- 
ments sre made the war against France will 
be continued. The proclamation of a re- 
public may inspire the French with renewed 
energy, but it will nevertheless be only a new 
act of the comedy that Frauce for the last 
eighty years has been playing with continual 
change of ecenes. The meaning of a French 
republic ts but tco well known. A republic 
without republicans is not imaginabte, and can 
be of but short duration. Germany is the at- 
tacked country. For the wrong done it has 
to fight, to obtain satisfaction, indemalifica- 
tion and guarantees. We do not think peace 
can be egtablidhed before the Germans have 
taken Pafis; for, if the French are totally 
beaten, they will consent to what victo- 
rious Germany will de entitled to 
ask, Therefore, they sre mistaken 
who belleve the war will be ended. 
as soon as Napoleon is dethroned. France 
will have to pay the costs of the war. She 
must give security, that she will not hereafter 
break the peace so frivolously. She will have 
to surrender Elea; and Lot It was 
treason to separate these two provinces from 
Germany. An Ur great—yes, even 4 
greatcr—treason it would be to retura them 
after they have been recopquered. This will 
be the substance of the demand which Ger- 
many will dictate should the Germans be 
victorious. Upon these conditions the Ger- 
mans will return home, and whether the 
German army leaves behind a republic, an 
empire Or a kingdom, whether a president,
